LOST

DOZENS of vulnerable children seeking 
asylum in the UK have gone missing 
from Haringey Council’s care in the past 
three years. 

Staff at the troubled authority have lost a total of 
29 children since 2007 - two of whom have never 


been traced - information exclusively obtained 
by the Advertiser reveals. 

Youngsters who have suffered unimaginable 
horrors in war-torn nations such as Iraq and the 
Democratic Republic Of Congo are among those 
who vanished from the council’s care, being 
placed at risk from ruthless child traffickers or 
even being exploited to work as prostitutes. 

Two young Romanian children who were lost 
in 2008 have never been traced and two more 
Romanian youngsters, who had already been 
married off, returned to Romania without the 
council’s knowledge. 

Though the rest of the missing children were 
eventually found, the revelation has shocked 
child protection experts who are aghast that the 
authority still reeling from the Baby Peter scan¬ 
dal has been found to have failed yet again. 

Lynne Chitty, an expert on child trafficking 
who has 23 years’ experience in social care, 
warned of the danger of these helpless children 
falling into the clutches of child traffickers. She 
said: “We are talking about the most vulnerable 
young children who don’t have choices. 

“They may owe people money or feel they 
have to flee. Sometimes young people will claim 
asylum in the UK and go missing extremely 
quickly or perhaps after several months. 

“Vietnamese, Chinese and Afghan children 
are often brought into the country clandestinely 


and then picked up once they have landed. A lot 
of the African countries have problems with 
this too. 

“The traffickers tell their families they can get 
their son or daughter a really good job in Europe 
where they can earn lots of money and send 
some back home. But when they get here that is 
not the case. They get taken into care by local 
authorities and then they disappear. 

“We can help these young people but we have 
to hold on to them long enough to do that work 
- and that is not happening.” 

Figures show that 330 children aged between 
nine and 17 vanished from local authority care 
in the UK between April 2008 and August 2009. 
Social workers believe many of them were tar¬ 
geted for prostitution by well-organised and 
cunning traffickers exploiting asylum rules. It is 
alleged they are told to claim asylum and are 
then placed in the care of the local authority - 
from which many then vanish. The Home Office 
Action Plan on human trafficking, published in 
2007, stated the “highly mobile nature” of asy¬ 
lum-seeking children placed them at particular 
risk of disappearing from the system. 

The 29 children who went missing from 
Haringey included 18 boys and 11 girls from 
Bulgaria, Eritrea, Albania, Iraq, Romania, 
The Democratic Republic Of Congo, Algeria,

Minister confirms: no 
evidence for A&E cut

Vocal: MP Lynne 
Featherstone volleyed 
demands to protect 
The Whittington’s A&E 


HEALTH minister Mike O’Brien 
admitted during a parliamentary 
debate last week that he is “sceptical” 
about closing The Whittington Hos¬ 
pital’s A&E and has yet to be con¬ 
vinced it should go. 

The future of The Whittington took 
centre-stage during a lively parlia¬ 
mentary debate last Wednesday as 
Hornsey and Wood Green MP Lynne 
Featherstone grilled Mr O’Brien 
about proposals to close it down. She 
persuaded him to admit there is no 
clinical case for closing the Highgate 
Hill hospital’s A&E and to concede 
that the £30million invested there in 
recent years would be wasted if it 
were shut down. 

Seven draft options have been 
leaked about the future of hospitals in 
the region - four of which end 24- 
hour A&E at The Whittington. 

Speaking in parliament, Ms Feath¬ 
erstone said: “Shocking health 
inequalities exist in London: a man 
will live seven-and-a-half years 
longer living in Kensington than in 
Haringey. We desperately need better 
healthcare and we welcome the fact 
that a review is under way. 

“However, we are worried about the 
way in which the review is being con¬ 
ducted, the work that is not being 
done, the use of wrong and danger¬ 
ous assumptions, the appalling lack 
of proper or meaningful consultation, 


the absence of real clinical evidence 
and the neglect of aspects that impact 
on medical training.” 

Mr O’Brien said: “We’ve invested 
£30m in it, and want to ensure the 
hospital continues to develop. I’d 
want to see a good clinical case - I 
never have - for closing it. We’ll 
ensure any case is looked at with 
care. I’m sceptical about closing 
A&E at The Whittington and I’d find 
it difficult to accept the case for that.” 

Ms Featherstone added: “The min¬ 
ister confirms what we said all along, 
but I’m worried that these may be just 
warming words. We cannot relax 
until we’ve seen the back of these 
proposals - hands off our A&E!” 


Stephen Conroy, programme direc¬ 
tor for NHS North Central London, 
said: “Many of the comments made 
in the parliament debate are com¬ 
pletely unfounded. We’re not yet in 
the formal public consultation 
process. We’re engaging in an open 
dialogue with local people about the 
challenges we face and the case for 
change here in north central London. 

“We understand how strongly 
people feel and that underscores the 
importance of sharing our thinking 
with them now, while we are formu¬ 
lating possible future options. Core to 
the healthcare review for North Cen¬ 
tral London is to improve quality of 
care for all of the sector’s residents.”

Zimbabwe, Afghanistan and Vietnam. 

A 15-year-old and I7-year-old were 
living under a private fostering 
arrangement when they came into the 
council’s care - and were then lost. A 
19- and 20-year-old from Romania who 
were married, returned to their native 
country without the council knowing 
what had happened to them. 

“These young people can be forced to 
work in cannabis factories, often getting 
locked in as virtual prisoners. Girls can 
be forced to work in brothels or as 
domestic slaves, exploited in shops or 
restaurants - they could be exposed to 
all these things. The young people are 
often told they can’t trust anybody in 
authority, the police, or even any white 
people, so don’t speak out to get help. 

“I know local authorities are strapped 
for cash and I understand that - but 
this is child protection. Staff are very 
hung up on assessments but it should be 
about safeguarding first and then doing 
assessments. We need to be taking 
fingerprints and videos of them so that 
straight away we stand a better chance 
of finding that young person. Otherwise 
we have nothing and they are lost.” 

Talking generally about the failings in 
the UK, she added: “If these were 
indigenous children going missing, we 
would be doing everything to find them 
- this is just institutional racism.” 

Ms Chitty also urged the government 
to establish specialist accommodation 
for child asylum-seekers including 
specialist foster placements. 

But a Haringey Council spokeswoman 
insisted the authority does everything to 
try to safeguard asylum-seeking children, 
including placing them in “suitable 
accommodation”, to keep them safe. She 
said: “We ensure we assess the risk of 
trafficking and exploitation as part of 
initial assessment and core assessment 
and implement pan-London child 
protection procedures appropriately. We 
also refer young people who are suspected 
of being trafficked to the National 
Referral Mechanism - a national 
register for children who go missing.” 

But Ms Chitty said these safeguarding 
processes were not enough. 

“The UK Action Plan is wonderful 
but it is acting, rather than talking 
about acting, which matters,” she said.

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Consultation kicks off for fairer school funding review to give borough pupils a better deal

THE CRUCIAL consultation 
which will decide the funding 
fate of thousands of school- 
children in Haringey has offi¬ 
cially begun. 

The long-anticipated govern¬ 
ment consultation on the future 
distribution of school funding 
will run until June 7 after being 
launched on March 15. Teachers, 
parents and governors in 
Haringey are now urged to 
respond in force to help change 
the formula which leaves the 
borough’s pupils receiving 
£1,100 less per year than those 
in neighbouring boroughs. 

Those driving the Fair Deal 
For Haringey Children cam¬ 
paign want anyone involved in 
education in the borough to 
respond to the consultation, 
explaining exactly how their 
children would reap the benefits 
of a fairer settlement. Though 
Haringey’s teachers earn a 
higher “inner London” wage 
and have to deal with inner- 
London issues such as poverty 
and children who do not speak 
English as a first language, the 
schools receive outer-London 
funding from the government. 

The best option for Haringey 
under the new consultation is 
thought to be the “hybrid” 
option which is likely to mean 
a funding increase of 6.8 per 
cent for Haringey - an extra 
£10.8million. 

Haringey NUT secretary Tony 
Brockman urged people to seize 
the moment. He said: “It would 
be an absolute tragedy if all the 
support we have had came to 
nothing and the campaign got 
mired in the general election.

“We need to make the sharpest 
response where it is likely to be 
most effective. 

“I believe we can win this 
campaign for the benefit of 
Haringey’s children.” 

In launching the Investing For 
The Future consultation, gov¬ 
ernment chiefs said they were 
seeking a funding distribution 
which “more accurately reflects 
current need” and that schools 
serving disadvantaged commu¬ 
nities were of particular concern. 

The consultation reads: “It is 
essential that the system for 
allocating resources across local 
authorities for schools is fair 
and reflects the needs and cir¬ 
cumstances of the pupils and the 
areas that they serve. Resources 
should be targeted where there 
is the greatest need.” 

The Fair Deal For Haringey 
Children campaign has the 
backing of cross-party politi¬ 
cians and teaching unions as 
well as Haringey Council. 

The results of the consultation 
will be published in the summer.

Learners and college staff protest at cuts, taking a step closer to striking

STAFF at colleges in Haringey are 
being balloted for strike action 
after education chiefs failed to rule 
out redundancies in the face of 
swingeing government cuts. 

Local union representatives have 
decided to take action in response 
to far-reaching cuts in higher 
education recently announced by 
the government. Jenny Sutton, 
branch secretary for the University 
And College Union at the College 
Of Haringey, Enfield And North 
East London, is so incensed by the 
cutbacks that she has launched a 
political campaign to unseat higher 
education minister David Lammy 
on his home turf of Tottenham in 
the forthcoming general election. 

Ms Sutton also wants to raise 
awareness of the plight of 
Tottenham staff and students as 
she explained to the Advertiser: “A 
recent study has shown that men in 
Tottenham face such deprivation 
that they’re likely to live an average 
of 17 years fewer than men from 
other parts of London. 

“Education is key to winning the 


fight against poverty, unemployment, 
demoralisation and ill health. 

“We need to invest more in 
further education in these harsh 
economic times rather than pulling 
up the drawbridge for young 
people now.” 

Ms Sutton took the campaign 
to stop cuts in jobs and courses to 
the streets of central London on 
Saturday when 1,000 trade 
unionists and campaigners 
marched from King’s College to 
Downing Street. Meanwhile, 
students protested outside 
CHENEL’s Tottenham campus 
in High Road on Friday. 

A spokesman for CHENEL 
said: “All sections of the college 
are currently carrying out business 
planning and our managers will 
be looking at how to implement 
funding cuts. This means it is too 
early to confirm whether or not 
there will be redundancies. 

“We are keeping our staff as fully 
informed as possible and working 
as hard as we can to minimise the 
effect of the cuts on our learners 
and local communities.”

THE future of a unique collection of docu¬ 
ments and books kept in Finsbury Park has 
been assured after it received a £206,000 Her¬ 
itage Lottery grant. 

The George Padmore Institute, in Stroud 
Green Road, was founded by political activist 
John La Rose who has been described as an 
“inspirational presence” in black British and 
Caribbean culture. Originally from Trinidad, 
Mr La Rose died in 2006. He was described by 
novelist and playwright Ngugi wa Thiong’o as 
having a “generous, searching, modern renais¬ 
sance spirit”. 

The archive of more than 13,000 files and 
460 books will now be sorted, catalogued and 
made available online for research after the 
grant was announced last week. Writer Mar¬ 
garet Busby described the archive as the “col¬ 
lective history of black Britain”. 

“Every day I am reminded how urgent it is to 
be able to share John’s experiences and the 
material around his life and work,” she said. 

About 35 volunteers will now help archivists 
in the five-year project which will also involve 
local primary schools. The institute, a regis¬ 
tered charity, also organises public events such 
as book readings and trustees plan to hold an 
exhibition when the project is complete. 

Sarah White, the partner of the late Mr La 
Rose who is also involved with the institute, 
said she was thrilled to hear of the grant. 

She told the Advertiser: “We are excited to 
get the money because this important archive 
will mean making a lot of useful material 
available to the black community and beyond.”

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Prosecutors are failing to prepare for cases adequately

PROSECUTORS in Haringey have 
been condemned for “weaknesses right 
across the board” in bringing criminals 
to justice. 

The borough is one of 12 in London 
rated “poor”, with inspectors finding 
chronic failings in the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service, including failing to prop¬ 
erly prepare cases before going to trial. 

The number of the borough’s cases 
ending in a successful conviction at 
crown court in Haringey is just 62.7 per 
cent, significantly lower than the 
national average of 80.7 per cent. 

And just 82.1 per cent of cases heard 
by magistrates ended in a conviction 
compared to a national average of 86.1 
per cent, found the report released 


last week by the CPS Inspectorate. 

Outcomes in cases of serious vio¬ 
lence and sexual offences were also sig¬ 
nificantly below the London average 
and staff were also told they must 
improve their service to both victims 
and witnesses. 

Stephen Wooler, HM chief inspector 
of the CPS Inspectorate, said: “There 
are weaknesses across the board in rela¬ 
tion to the borough’s management of its 
casework. These need to be tackled if 
the low level of successful outcomes in 
relation to both magistrates’ court and 
crown court cases is to improve. Perfor¬ 
mance has suffered and now needs to 
improve to provide an acceptable stan¬ 
dard of service to the courts and the 
public in Haringey.” 

Steve Morris, acting borough crown 


prosecutor in Haringey, admitted the 
service was going through “challenging 
times” but said staff were working 
hard to improve. 

He said: “Case preparation and pro¬ 
gression are important aspects that we 
are urgently working to improve. 

“We are training staff to become 
paralegal officers and assistants to 
increase our coverage of crown court 
cases and enable better and more thor¬ 
ough preparation and progression of 
work which will in turn result in more 
successful prosecutions. 

“Proper resources and clear struc¬ 
tures and processes will improve case 
preparation, ensuring we have the 
strongest cases possible when we get to 
court and providing a better service to 
victims and witnesses.”

MANIPULATIVE and mawkish, con¬ 
ventional and corny, it’s the kind of 
old-fashioned, unsubtle tear-jerker 
that Hollywood does best. 

And yet, for all its many faults, it 
might still creep up on your blind 
side and win you over by the simple 
fact of being an entertaining story 
well told. 

The fact it only happened a few 
years ago doubles its appeal. 

A kind of Precious for the family 
channel, this rapid adaptation of 
Michael Lewis’ 2006 book focuses 
on gentle giant Michael Oher, a 
deprived black kid adopted by 
Leigh Anne Tuohy and her privileged 
white family who live in a big Mem¬ 
phis house. 

Shy and awkward to begin with, 
“Big Mike” gradually opens up to 
the saintly, steely Leigh Anne, while 
his natural physical attributes are 
moulded into match-winning mate¬ 
rial on the football field. 

(Apparently his position, left 
tackle, is one of the most valued 
positions in American football as he 
protects his quarterback from what 
he can’t see coming - what he can’t 
see on his blind side.)

Anne Tuohy - a lady who can hold 
down a top job, raise a family, work 
on charitable causes, adopt a prob¬ 
lem child and still look like she’s just 
walked out of Vogue. (Internet 
research proves this isn’t too far off 
the genuine article).

IN TEN years of reviewing shows 
Upstairs at the Gatehouse I can’t 
remember enjoying one as much 
as this. 

As the first fringe version of the 
phenomenally successfully West 
End musical, director John Plews 
and his team were setting them¬ 
selves up for a big fall, but they 
pulled it off - and how. 

A dazzling evocation of a period 
- the late 1950s - replete with one 
of the most talented casts seen in 
Highgate - doubling as singers and 
trebling as musicians - Holly’s life 
and music are memorably recre¬ 
ated by a director obviously in love 
with his material. 

For those looking for an in-depth 
analysis of the Texan boy who died 
too young, you’d best stick to the 
biographies, but for those desiring 
a glimpse of why he was so darned 
good, there can be no better trib¬ 
ute as hit after hit spill forth in style.
